ASADABAD (Reuters) - 

U.S. Special Forces have a new 
weapon in the hunt for Osama bin 
Laden's al Qaeda and the fight against 
militants on Afghanistan's rugged 
eastern border -- modern medicine. 
Lieutenant Colonel Marcus Custer, a 
U.S. special forces battalion 
commander at a base in the eastern 
mountain region of Kunar, said 
providing free medical treatment had 
made all “the difference in the war on 
terror in this part of Afghanistan. 

"A few months ago a rocket struck the 
base and we shut the clinic," Custer 
told Reuters near Asadabad, where 
U.S. forces are training a government 
security force of about 120. 

"We said 'If you shoot rockets at us, no 
clinic.' We were told pretty quickly who 
was firing the rockets." 

He was speaking at the end of a month 
that has left commanders of U.S.-led 
NATO forces in Kabul fearing a spring 
offensive by Islamist guerrillas after the 
highest number of arrests in the capital 
since the fall of the Taliban-in late 2001 
But in Asadabad, about 120 miles east 
of Kabul, U.S. soldiers say they have 
won friends among locals in a region 
where Taliban and al Qaeda militants, 
possibly even bin Laden, are believed 
to be hiding, by providing free modern 
medicine. 
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Custer said the level of insurgency in 
the past six months has dwindled in 
Kunar and Nuristan, once bastions of 
militants linked to Islamic radical and 
former Prime Minister Gulbuddin 
Hekmatyar. 

"When we got here there were big 
groups of 100 guys...those kinds of 
forces don’t exist now," he said. 

About 20 hardcore militants remain but 
attacks were less organized, usually 
involving sporadic rocket fire, he said. 
"They may still be able to find people 
with radical ideas but to operate here 
they have to get permission from village 
chiefs and tribal elders. They are not 
getting that any more," he said. 

The U.S. military has shifted tactics 
along the insurgency-wracked Pakistan 
border, accompanying raids with a 
zealous courting of villagers. 

U.S. money is flowing into roads, farms, 
new reservoirs and even paint for 
mosques, and one official reckoned 
$2.5 million had been spent in similar 
projects along the frontier. 

In impoverished Kunar and neighboring 
Nuristan province, U.S. Special Forces 
have launched aid projects worth 
$200,000 since late January when the 
U.S. military accelerated development 
funds for the volatile eastern region. 
When Sergeant Richard Mitchel was in 
Kosovo, his team of four ran six 


development projects over nine months. 
"We're far ahead of that and we’ve only 
been here for four months," he said. 

The aim is to win "hearts and minds," 
extend President Hamid Karzai's 
influence outside the Kabul and gather 
better intelligence for 15,500 U.S.-led 
foreign soldiers in Afghanistan. 

Fertile and heavily forested Kunar and 
Nuristan are easier to tame than southern 
provinces such as restive Kandahar, 
where conditions are poorer and drier, 
frustrations more deeply entrenched and 
Islamic militancy has gained a stronger 
foothold. 

But Custer reckons Kandahar, where five 
Afghan government soldiers were killed 
in an attack by remnants of the ousted 
Taliban militia, was also coming round. 
"Even in Kandahar, you are not seeing 
big groups of people," he said. 

"Every time they have brought a large 
group of people for an attack, they have 
lost a let of lives." 

The sooner stability comes; the sooner 
U.S. troops can leave. 

"Our goal is to work ourselves out of a 
job," said Custer. 

As he spoke, a stream of children giggled 
out of the one-room clinic of three cots. 
"Look at these kids. Do you think these 
kids hate Americans? Do you think they 
are going to put explosive devices in 
the road? I don’t think so.” 



Kabul- 

The interior minister, 
Ali Ahmad Jalali, 
made an unusual 
appeal to the public to 
watch out for child 
kidnappers and 

traffickers, after the 
police uncovered 
widespread cases of 
child kidnapping 

across the country. 

More than 187 
children have been 
rescued from 

kidnappers, and 100 
kidnappers have been 
caught in the past year, 
Mr. Jalali said. 
Women, girls and boys 
are being kidnapped in 
every province of the 
country, often by 
criminal networks that 
deal in human 
trafficking, using 
children for crime or 
even trading body 
parts, he said. 

There are signs that 
the problem may be 
growing, he said, 

citing the fact that one- 
{fourth of the 187 
I kidnapped children had 
been rescued just in the 
last month. The police 
i rescued about 17 
1 children in Kabul alone 
in the last two weeks, 
he said. 

The recent increase 
may be because more 
cases are being 
reported now, Mr. 
Jalali said. But a lack 
of awareness and 
expertise among the 
police had allowed the 

I problem to grow more 
serious, he said. 


The police have 
organized special 
teams to campaign 
against kidnapping, 
and the recent increase 
in the number of 
children found is a sign 
of their success, he 
said. Ordinary citizens 
have played an 
important role in 
thwarting kidnappers 
or tipping off the 
police, and Mr. Jalali 
appealed for more help 
from the public. 

Women and children 
are kidnapped for both 
the international and 
domestic markets, he 
said. Approximately 
750 Afghan children 
have ended up in Saudi 
Arabia in past years, 
250 of whom were 
repatriated last year, he 
said. Children are often 
used for street begging 
or child labor, and they 
have sometimes been 
sold or sent with the 
consent of their 

parents, the Afghan 
Independent Human 
Rights Commission has 
said. 

"Some of the cases 
which happened 

recently are 

particularly 
harrowing," Mr. Jalali 
said. "They are 
kidnapped with 

different aims, whether 
for illegal use, for 
trafficking, for use in 
different kinds of 
crimes and also 
unfortunately they 
kidnap them to use 
parts of their bodies." 



Top US general in Afghanistan 
"Concerned" at Pakistan Amnesty Deal 


KABUL (AFP)- 

The top US general in 
the country expressed 
concerns" about an 
amnesty granted by 
Pakistan to Al-Qaeda- 
inked militants on its 
side of the border, 
saying foreign fighters 
should be captured 
instead of being 
allowed to live there 
reely. 

i"Our view is that there 
are foreign fighters in 
those tribal areas who 
(will have to be killed or 
captured," Lieutenant 

General David Barno 
told a press 
conference in Kabul 
on Monday. 

Barno said significant 
numbers of foreign 
fighters were operating 
lout of Pakistan's 
remote South 

Waziristan tribal zone, 
despite the 

government's efforts to 
|weed out the 
nsurgents. 

'We clearly still see 
significant elements of 
[foreign fighters there 
Arabs, Chechens, 
Uzbeks, others ... who 
are not part of the 
Itribes are still using 
that area to advance 
their aims," he said. 
Pakistan granted an 
amnesty on April 24 to 
five militant tribesmen 


and up to 400 foreign 
fighters they have 
been protecting. 

The deal allows 
foreign militants to 
stay in the tribal 
region provided they 
register with local 
authorities and pledge 
to lead a peaceful life. 
"We have some 
concerns that that 
could go in the wrong 
direction, but we are 
watchful," Barno said 
when asked about the 
amnesty 
arrangement. 

"Time will tell," said 
Barno, commander of 
the US-led coalition in 
the country. 

”1 would say that the 
terrorist organizations 
and their leadership 
and their networks are 
very crafty and have a 
great ability ultimately 
to not give anything 
up that is near and 
dear to them.” 

The amnesty came 
three weeks after a 
bloody operation to 
destroy suspected Al- 
Qaeda and Taliban 
forces in South 
Waziristan, where 
Osama bin Laden and 
his Egyptian deputy 
Ayman al-Zawahiri are 
believed to have 
hidden in the past. 

The five tribesmen, led 
by former Taliban 
commander Nek 
Mohammad, had 
helped the foreign 
fighters fight off more 
than 7,500 Pakistani 
troops in March, killing 
at least 46 soldiers. 

So far none of the 
foreign militants has 
registered because 
they fear being 
identified, captured 


and handed over to the 
US, local tribal elders 
have said. 

Pakistan, which has 
already captured more 
than 500 Al-Qaeda 
suspects and handed 
the majority over to the 
US, has expressed 
eagerness to avoid a 
repeat of the bloody 
March operation and find 
a negotiated political 
solution instead. 

The porous border 
dividing Afghanistan and 
Pakistan, which has 
been considered a 
sanctuary for Al-Qaeda 
and Taliban fighters 
operating in Afghanistan, 
has been the subject of 
renewed focus from the 
US-led coalition hunting 
militant leaders including 
bin Laden on the this 
side of the frontier. 

"We clearly support 
Pakistani efforts to root 
out terrorists and foreign 
fighters in South 
Waziristan and we 
expect to see continued 
Pakistani action in the 
region to destroy this 
terrorist threat to all the 
nations of the world,” 
Barno said. 

Building confidence 
between Pakistan and 
Afghanistan was an 
"important undertaking," 
he stressed. 

"There's clearly a 
growing importance of 
the mutual relationship 
between Afghanistan 
and Pakistan," he said 
"The center point of that 
clearly is the issue of 
terrorists who would use 
the territory of both 
countries to advance 
their aim to kill innocent 
people both here in this 
region and around the 
world." 


Canadians Venture Outside Kabul 
far beyond NATO Boundary to Destroy Cache 


WEST OF KABUL (CP) 

Guided by U.S. Special 
Forces, Canadian 

engineers and 

infantrymen ventured far 
outside their operations 
area, exploring caves 
filled with ordnance and 
destroying more than 
300 lethal projectiles. 

The Americans 

discovered the cache a 
month ago distributed 
among 30 caves deep in 
mountains west of 
Kabul, 27 kilometers 
beyond the zone 
traditionally patrolled by 
the NATO-led 

International Security 
Assistance Force. 

Most of the mortars, 
rockets and rocket- 
propelled grenades were 
concentrated in three of 
the larger caves, and 
monitoring by the U.S. 
troops revealed some 
were disappearing 
almost daily. 

"We think that there is 
somebody who knows 
it's here," said the 

[Canadian platoon 

commander, Lieut. Philip 
Grandia, 24, of 
Kamloops, B.C. "Every 
time (the Americans) 
would come back they'd 
find fewer and fewer 
munitions. 

'We want to get it done 
right away just in case 
somebody’s taking it out." 
The operation was one of 
two occurring over the 
weekend in which the 
Canadians - at 2,300 
troops, ISAF's largest 
contingent - ventured well 
outside the NATO 
boundary. 

A Canadian-led 

multinational mechanized 
force returned from a 
long-range 

reconnaissance patrol, 
during which it visited 12 
communities far beyond 
NATO lines northeast of 
Kabul since Friday. 

NATO plans to expand 
into so-called provincial 
reconstruction teams, or 
small stabilizing forces, in 
cities around the country 
But the weekend's 
activities were the first 
Kabul-centered 
operations that ventured 
so far outside the capital. 
Col. Alain Tremblay, 
commander of the 

Canadian contingent in 
Afghanistan, said Kabul 
is relatively stable after 
2’/z years and it was 
inevitable that ISAF 
would start "pushing the 
envelope and expanding 
our influence." 

'We're adapting to the 
changing behavior of the 
belligerents," he said. 
"We need to . . . project 
power if we want to 
expand outside Kabul 
city per se and satisfy 
the mandate of ISAF. 

"You will see those 
operations more and 
more. I suspect it will 
become the default type 
of operation, certainly for 
the next contingent 
coming to replace us in 


August." 

In the mountains, the 
U.S. Special Forces 
troops said the cache 
likely belonged to the 
area's former warlord, 
who has been held at 
the U.S. base in Bagram 
since he was captured 
more than a month ago. 
One of the Americans 
said the man was a 
former Taliban member, 
and a local Afghan said 
he was now a loyalist of 
terrorist Hekmatyar 
Gulbuddin, the man 
believed responsible for 
fatal attacks on 
Canadian and other 
ISAF forces. 

The Americans said they 
had been all through 
extensive cave 

complexes in the area 
that took them back 
inside the mountains. 
They said they turned 
around and came out 
again before they ever 
reached the end 
"They (terrorists) are not 
doing the planning in 
Kabul," said one of the 

American SF, who did 
not want to be identified 
"They're doing the 
planning in places like 
this. The onus is on us to 
come out here and get 
'him." 

Members of 5 Combat 
Engineer Regiment out 
of Valcartier, Que., 
prepared more than 120 
half-kilogram sticks of C- 
4 explosive in a daisy 
chain linked by detonator 
cord and fuses, then 
distributed it over stacks 
of munitions both inside 
and outside the first of 
the three main caves. 
The L-shaped cave is 
about 15 meters deep 
and less than two meters 
high. 

Sgt. Steve Bolduc, an 
engineer from Gaspe, 
Que., has found and 
destroyed more than 
500 munitions since 
arriving in Kabul almost 
three months ago. He 
said Sunday's find was 
the biggest so far. 

"It's a good feeling," said 
Bolduc. "It's the first time 
two sections of 
(ordnance disposal) 
have done that. That's a 
great feeling to see 
what's going to happen 
with a lot of explosives 

like that." 

The explosion did not 
collapse the cave, 
however. And secondary 
explosions continued for 
almost an hour after the 
initial blast. 

For a while, the 

Canadians thought they 
were under mortar attack. 
Dutch Apache attack 
helicopters were put on 
standby before the 

engineers realized 

ordnance was still 

exploding inside the cave. 
The Canadians 

suggested they might not 
come back for days, but 
the Americans said the 
rest of the ordnance will 
be gone if they don't get 
the job done soon.
